Let thy ſubjects and ſervants 
rather ſerve and obey thee for love, than 
for dread or need : With-ſuch-a Sovereign 
goodneſs. govern thy Subjetts, that they 
may be glad to-ferve thee, both in punitſh- 
ment and in cheriſhing: Keep a meaſura- 
ble mean, be not too ſtreight, forget not- 
to: keep a convenient meaſure in all thy 
works: go not to meat, but as a reaſonable 
man, with thanks to God for his gifts, and* 
then remember, that more be fick and die 
by fuperfluities of meats and drinks, than 
otherwiſe, Wherefore eat with meaſure, 
to live in: health ;. at thy meat have _ 
tacr 
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ther but honeſt communication, and ſach 
as is according to thy knowledge ; back- 
bite no man, be'merry in honeſty, for ſor- 
row and care hath killed many, and no pro- 
fit is therein. In no wiſe ſwear without 
compulſion of the Law; for where is great 
ſwearing, from thence is never the plague 
of God. In no wife brawl nor chide ; for 
Solomon faith, Better is a little with joy, 
than much with brawl and contention: And 
he faith, An evil perſon 15 ever chiding ; and 
therefore the Angel of God ſhalt be ſet a 
gainſt.-him : Be content at all times to-give 
of that which God hath ſent thee, for 
e that will not hear the cry of the poor, 


| wraps ta God'and nbt be heard, With 


providence 'and 'diſcretion, fee the 
time where, when, how, why, and where- . 
fore thou ſpeakeſt, doſt, or biddeft any 
thing to be done: when thou deemeſt or 
judgeſt any thing to be done, in poor or 
rich, behold and confider the cauſe, and 
not the perſon: be as meek in other mens 
cauſe: and offences, as in ſthine own ; fit 
never -in doom and judgment, without pity 
and mercy ; for while. thou haſt pity and:

mercy on thine own: - for. in what-meaſbre 
thou meaſureſt to others, it ſhall be mea- 
ſured to thee again; yet thou muſt execute 
judgment ;
